For small (spot) applications with small tank sprayers, apply at the rate of 0.75 to 2.25 ounces
of this product per gallon of water and spray to thoroughly wet all foliage.

For best results do not cut weeds. For control of woody plants, apply to both stems and foliage any time from the time foliage is
completely matured until the time plants start to go dormant. All leaves, stems and suckers must be completely wet to the ground
line for effective control. Regrowth may be anticipated on the more resistant species. Add 4 to 5 pints of this product to 100 gallons
of water applying 200 to 600 gallons of spray mixture acre depending upon the heightand thickness-of the brush. Mix thoroughty
before spraying.
